ft* Subject stated that ''O has not and will not talk to any jperson except 
those representing jjfficial American agencies * This statement is borne 
out by the fact that the Jail olTicials were very surprised at the length 
of time that the undersigned Agents talked to Subject, since they had 
obtained no Infonaaticai frora him other than personal statistics* Subject 
stated that he was very willing to arsswar any questions that the under- 
signed Agent presented him and that ho had nothing to hide* practice, 
however, subject appears to have "forgotten" a number of details, particular- 
ly for the period 1933 through 19U5. It la questionable, that for that 
period of tlioe, subject appeers to reasnber about as teany details conccrx>- 
ing himself as about his brother, with whoa he 'xbs allq^edly out of contact* 
Subject does not volunteer infornaticn, but answers direct questions with 
simple answers, an "I don't know", or an "I cannot rmtssber” , -Subject 
exhibits a paradoxical roemioryj for eacample, he can recall with ease his 
c^'lldhood address where he '’as not been for 36 years, but he had extreme 
difficulty in reraeinbering his daughter's name who w&s one of hia reasons 
(allegedly) for not turning himself in earlier (Soe paragraph 13c bolcw), 

Xn this latter case, he pondered for a full five ndnutcs, atten^jting to 
recall her name (Blrklt), and he nnosed off his forgetfullncss by saying 
that he '’ad alv/ays called her "Bcbe"*

Vt'ben apecinc events or personalities are mentioned to subject, will 
often recall details t^at be baa oodtted in general questionings* An 
exaiqple of tbls would be that subject waa questioned at one point cn 
whetber he associated with or knew an7 of the functlonarleB of the Third 
Reich. lie replied In the negative, but at a later time, when it was sug- 
gested that he would have had conaidereble contact with HISS and iiAUSuCFERf 
Subject said that bad known them from before 1933* 



b. Subject stated that be bad last see\ bis brother, JArtin 50RMIN, on 
the evening of 21 Aprll 19U5, and that in hla person^ opinion, ho felt 
that hla brother was dead. However, he readily adaittod that ho nor anyone 
Whom he knew 'uuld prove Martin BORUANN'a death. Subject rq>eated the 
newspaper itciu; that be bad read intimating that lArtln BOHULNN sdeut be 
in Russia, Poland, Switzerland, Spain or South America. Subject further 
stated that any of the hl^Jier ranking personalities with whoa his brother 
was acquainted would most certainly aid bia brother's escape from Germany, 
and that If such persons were definitely outside of Geraany at the present 
time, there would be a posaiblllty that Maortin BORMANR was with them or 
was in contact with them. 



c. Subject stated that be bad not turned blaoelf over to proper antborlties 
prior to April 19li9 because be wished to make arrangementa for the safe- 
keeping of bis fatdly. He also stated that shortly after .the war. be felt 
that be might have been given harsh treatment because of the repatatlon 

of bis brct'’sr. Ux line with this, Subject initially stated that b« bad 
been advised by members of ^is family to remain incognito longer* However, 
later in an interview. Subject denied that anyone Whom we contacted from 
191x5 until 191x9 knew ><l3 real identity, with iVe" exccptl<wi of one minor 
party official that be met on the streets of FORSTTNG during the fall of 
191x8. Subject would not clarify the discrepancy and only restated that 
no one knew bis id entity* 

d. It is felt that subject baa demonstrated an expected raluctance to 

' divulging detailed information regaiding bis position in the Third Reich. 

The effect of this reluctance could possibly be removed should he be 
questioned by peersono having a CMsprchensive background of tbe personalities 
and events of that period of German history. It is, therefore, reconnaoded. 

If it is felt by bl^er headquarters that Subject my be able to add to 
certain possibly miasing details regarding the Third Reich and its per- 
sonalities, that Subject be further questioned by such qualified interrogators.
